THE WEATHER PILLAR. 


An Ornament to the Street 


and a Public Conven- 


ience. 


MANY GOOD FEATURES COMBINED 


The Pillar Will Furnish Official Time, 


Weather Forecasts and Other In- 


formation. 
No Cost to the 


City. A Good Thing. 


The time and weather pillar, which is 


to be erected in this city in the near fu- 
ture by the Time and Weather Pillar 
company of New York, and which was 
briefly mentioned in the papers a day or 
two ago, will be an ornament to Main 
street and a decided convenience to the 
public. 


The pillar is made, of cast iron and 


stands seventeen feet high. It is sur- 
mounted by a wind vane showing the 
points of the compass, etc., and will also 
drop a time ball automatically every day 
at noon. Below will be a handsome clock 
with dials sixteen inches in diameter, 
synchronized or automatically set daily 
by the noon signal from Washington, 
D. C , transmitted over the Postal Tele- 
graph-Cable company's wires, will be the 
official standard meridian and railroad 
time m every town and city where one of 
these pillars is erected. Tne pillar will 
also have a barometer, a large thermom- 
eter, tables showing the time of rising 
and setting of the sun and moon, length 
of day and night and the daily official gov- 
ernment weather forecasts. 


This ornamental and useful device wil1 


cost the city nothing, the company get- 
ting its returns from a few interstate ad- 
vertisements placed behind glass and got- 
ten up in an artistic and attractive form. 
It will be in charge of W. F. Orr, man- 
ager of the Postal Telegraph-Cable com- 
pany's office in this city. Permission to 
erect it on Main street has been granted 
by the city council, as heretofore pub- 
lished, and It will stand at the edge of 
the sidewalk on the north side of the 
street between Lonergen & Bissaillon's 
store and Hastings' drug store. George 
Gehe, vice-president of the company, 
Was in the city to introdude the matter, 
and it is stated that the pillar will be 
erected within two months. 
Similar 


pillars are to be set up in all principal 
towns and cities throughout the country 
and will certainly be a great public con- 
venience. 


What au Official Says. 


Willis L. Moore, chief of the weather 


bureau, says: 
'•I believe that the erection of these time 
and weather pillars will prove a great ben 
eflt to the public at large. The design pro- 
posed is an ornamental one and it would 
not be unsightly on a public thoroughfare. 
They contain information that each citi- 
zen desires Co receive as he passes along 
the street in pursuit of his dally vocation. 
I think that the idea is one that should 
receive liberal encouragement from mu- 
nicipal authorities, as the information is 
not only free but useful." 


MODEL ESTABLISHMENTS, 


State Inspectors Greatly Pleased with 


the Eclipse and Beaver Mills. 


A few members of the inspection de- 


partment of the state police force made a 
personal examination of the Eclipse and 
Beaver mills a few days ago and found the 
sanitary conditions as good as they are in 
most of the homes in this city. In cleanli- 
ness the mills were found to be second to 
none. The guarding of the machinery 
was found to be all that could be asked 
for, and the inspectors learned that the 
law regulating the labor of children and 
requiring them to attend evening school 
was carefully observed. The elevators In 
the mills and the means of egress were 
perfectly satisfactory. In neither of the 
mills was anything found which was not 
in strict conformity to the laws of the 
state and perfectly satisfactory to the in- 
spectors. AU time-tables were posted as 
the law rgquires and the specifications 
were properly posted for all of the 
weavers. 


The inspecting officers departed with 


the conviction that nowhere in the state 
can a more full and complete compliance 
with the laws and regulations regarding 
manufacturing be found than at there two 
mills.

A LABORING MAN SPEAKS, 


He Points Out Some of the Disadvan- 


tages of Trades Unionism. 


The following 
communication was 


written and handed to us for publication 
by a well-known laboring man of this 
city. 
The 
TRANSCRIPT publishes the 


article as it presents some new ideas 
worthy of consideration. 


EDITOR TRANSCRIPT :—Trades unionism 


is of no benefit to the employes or to the 
employer. I speak as one who has had 
much experience. In the first place a 
trade union is very expensive to the em- 
ploye. He must pay dues and assesments, 
no matter whether the cause be just or 
unjust. He is no longer a free man in a 
free country. When be join? the union 
he signs away his freedom and is sub- 
jected to the whims of some labor ayeta- 
tor. 


I believe in keeping up prices just as 


much as any one, but let it be done in a 
proper way. You cau never force a man- 
ufacturer to pay a price which he feels he 
cannot pay, but is made to pay for a time 
rather than lose his business. He may 
give in for the time, but he will get back 
at yon. It is just a, question of a little 
time. 


If any one has a grievance let them so 


to the head and talk it over in a proper 
way. There are very few manufacturers 
who, 
if they are spoken to in the right 


way will not listen. Let there be a good 
understanding all the way through be- 
tween the men and the boss. It is a big 
mistake not to have a goad feeling be- 
tween the employes and the employer. If 
this was carried out it would save much 
trouble and loss of money both to the 
employes and employer. 


Strikes always prove a big loss to both 


parties. Ifa man cannot find what he is 
looking for with the firm he is with, he 
should look elsewhere until he can find 
what he thinks he ia worth. 


A word to manufacturers: They should, 


in my judgment, in the city of North 
Adams, have a uniform price on the grade 
of work made and stick to It. In this way 
they could save much friction.

cannQt buy or sell property or spend a 
single cent without the action of the 
council. Major Trumble is a member of 
the executive council, which is composed 
of seven members who have had long ex- 
perience in this kind of religious work. 
The other council is composed of the 
heads of regiments in all parts of the 
country. 


The different posts are not bound by 


rigid rules and regulations. If a rule is 
made by the council that does not work 
well in practice it ia discarded. It was 
predicted by many that the organization 
would never be incorporated, but Major 
Trumble was happy to ktate that incor- 
poration took place a week ago Friday. 


Captain Jansen also spoke briefly, tel- 


ling how he came to join the Volunteers. 
He had been a church worker for ten 
years, but found himself unable to reach 
mauy peoole who were in need of the 
gospel. 
He therefore decided to go to 


work in a different way, but he would 
not join the Salvation Army because that 
does not have sacrament and baptism. 
So he united with the Volunteers and 
was one of the pioneers. He said he had 
worked very hard and found many dis- 
couragements, but still had met with 
good success here and in other places and 
waa now meeting with great'encourage- 
ment in Holyoke. 


Both speakers were heard with interest.

Btory that Thomas A. Edison had made 
the prediction ..that he believed he 
would aoon be able to cure the blind 
by the use of the x-rays caused con- 
siderable discussion among medical 
men In this eity and the story was at 
once put down as absurd, and no one 
believed 
Mr. Edison 
had 
mada 


such an assertion. Mr. Edison, when 
spoken to on the subject, was greatly 


1 annoyed at the publication of such a 
i story, and said it placed him in a ridi- 
culous light. 
Mr. Edison disclaims 


having made any predictions that he 


] can restore sight to the blind. He sim- 
| ply says that with the many experi- 


l merits that will undoubtedly be made 
in the next few years, something may 
be accomplished in this direction. As 
for himself, it is not his intention to 
devote his time or attention to the sub- 
ject, as it is entirely out of his line. In 
the interest of the public, however, he 
will probably 
soon secure three or 


four intelligent subjects, use|an X-ray 
having great penetrative power, and if 
possible secure really satisfactory re- 


' suits. Mr. Edison says he has been 


i much annoyed at the exaggerated and 
1 unwarranted statements. He has made 
a beginning in what may prove to be 
an interesting field, but he says ho 
does not wish to be quoted as having 
made any great or rash promises as to 
what can be done. Mr. Ediso;n then 
gave out 
the 
following 
written 


statement: 
"Tuesday night of last 


week I had been several hours in a 
dark room experimenting 011 the X- 
ray. My eyes were very sensitive, as 
1 had a powerful tube. I noticed that 
when my eyes were shut I saw the 
passage of my hand. Then I blind- 
folded myself with my hand entirely. 
Then I could see the movement of my 
other hand. This, with other experi- 
ments, I sent to a New York electrical 
journal. 
It naturally occurred to me 


that it might be possible for people 
afflicted with blindness of a peculiar 
kind, such as cataract, to see moving 
objects with the X-ray. On Monday 
my attention was called to a telegram 
from San Francisco, in which it was 
stated that a colored boy had been en- 
abled to see by means of the X-ray. It 
was suggested that two blind men be 
brought to try the experiment. This 


1 was done, and experiments were tried 
on Tuesday night with different kinds 
of tubes. 
There were some favorable 


results. 
This was all that was accom- 


plished at that time, the men saying 
that they 
could distinguish little
